THE CHOLERA. 


PROTECTION OF RA@YPT. 


ELABORATE PRECAUTIONS. 


The Egyptian authorities have decided to 
take a number of further precautions to protect 
this country from cholera, in addition to those 
enumerated in our issue of yesterday. A pil- 
grim arriving at Alexandria, as well as at Port 
Said, from Russia, the Ottoman dominions, and 
the Balkans will be sent through in quaran- 
tine. On their arrival at Suez they will be 
placed under the supervision of the Egyptian 
Government and afterwards will be despatch. 
ed to the Hedjaz. These precautions will conti- 
nue antil next Monday, after which date 
the following more elaborate measures 
will be resorted to :— All steamers arriving 
from the above-mentioned countries, which 
have pilgrims among their passengers, will 
be medically inspected and the pilgrims found 
on board will be taken in small batches to 
Suez with all the necessary quarantine pre- 
cautions. Few pilgrims, however, are expected 
to arrive in this way, as already the steamer 
companies here have sent telegraphic instruc 
tions to theiragents in the countries affected 
not to receive pilgrims at all. But, in order not 
to put any anpecessary difficulties in the way 
of shipping, the quarantine authorities have 
decided that steamers, arriving with any 
pilgrims among the passengers are to be 
medically inspected and sent on in quarantine. 
The names and destinations of their fellow 
passengers will be taken and handed over to 
the sanitary authorities at Alexandria, Port 
Said afd in the interior, who will keep them 
ander medical sapervision for some days. 

The imperative necessity for imposing these 
stringent regulations is fully recognised as 
they were carried by the vote of the great 
majority of the members of the Quarantine 
Board 

The great batches of Russian Moslem pil 
grims are passing through the Suez Canal to 
the Hedjaz in quarantine, As there is a 
danger of some of these being infected the 
Hedjaz will be carefully watched in order to 
pfevent any chance of infection coming to 
Egypt.

RENTS IN’ GAiRO, 


CONTINUED INCREASE. 


‘There appears to be no prospect of the enor- 
mous house rents at present obtaining in Cairo 
falling during the present year. Indeed there 
is every indication of prices inoreasing rather 
than diminishing, despite the desperate state 
of financial depression through which We have 
been passing. In almost any streetthrough which 
one passes, the hand of the builder is in evidence, 
new buildings are springing up on hitherto 
barren land, or rising to replace their more 
old fashioned predecessors which. have fallen 
to meet the demand for more sanitary and 
commodious residences. 

The demolition of so many of these older 
buildings has naturally thrust a large namber 
of house hunters upon the town, but this is in 
no manner a sufficient season for the extra 
ordinary way in which a house or flat is snap- 
ped up at almost fabulous rental the moment 
it falls vacant. ‘Phe following case is a 
good example of the existing state of 
aftairs. The lease of a flat which had 
been let for a term of years at LE. 60 
expired this summer. Upon the landlord 
expressing his intention of raising the rent 
to LR. 80 upon a yearly agreement, the 
tenant left, and the flat was advertised to 
let—for three days, —when it was relet for a 
term of three years at a rental of LE. 120 
per annum, 

One bears much grumbling at what is 
termed “exorbitant” rentals, and while they 
are undoubtedly hard upon those people 
whode salaries are not large, it is nevertheless 
trne that a house—like other things—is 
worth what it will bring, that if the rentals 
were in reality too high for the people to 
support, tlfey would of necessity cease to exist, 
and in the meanwhile it is comforting to know, 
that even in these days of financial depression 
there is at least one portion of the community 
which is prospering. 


A FRANOORGYPTIAN RROLHSE ? 


The late M. Andeoud who recently left a 
legacy, which came as a godsend, to the Louvre 
of some £320,000, was a man of great culture 
and kind heart, bot of misshapen body. A 
passionate love in early life disappointed him, 
and thenceforth he renounced woman. snd 
mankind. He lived embittered in almost 
complete solitude, and one ‘by one dropped all. 
his friends. His morbid séhsitiveness was such 
that in the one house where he used to go he 
took offence because one evening the mistress 
appeared in ball dress, and to his distorted 
tancy did so to mock him, and he never set 
foot in that place again. His one consolation 
was collecting.

This, however, compares very 
favourably with last year, when the total at 
this period was only £23,381,416.

The Stock Markets. 

Whatever may be said regarding their busi- 
ness methods, members of the Stock Exchange 
are nothing if not up-to-date in the matter of 
their amusements. The latest importation from 
France, the “Diabolo” game, has already found 
its way into the “House,” and in the early 
part of this week the time not taken up with 
the arrangement of the settlement has been 
largely occupied in acquiring proficiency in the 
new game. 

Only a small open account was revealed by 
the settlement, hence there was little difficulty 
in completing this. 

During the past two ot three days the tone 
has been mach more satisfactory. The bosiness 
done has not been on a large soale, it is true, 
bot there has been an appreciable inorease in 
investment orders, which is a very welcome 
sign. The confidence of brokers has been much 
strengthened by the publication of the terms of 
the pew Anglo-Rassian convention, which has 
been a strong ball point for international 
securities. It is rightly recognised that the 
new arrangement with Great Britain will do 
much to restore Russian prestige in Europe, 
and from the financial standpoint this can 
bring nothing bat good results. Another 
satisfactory point is the improved out- 
look regarding the railway crisis. It is 
now believed that a strike is but a remote 
yDesibility, and one newspaper aunounces 
with sotse show of authority, that it has good 
reason (0 believe the dispute wil! be settled 
without recourse to a strike, The journal adds 
that a ssction of the directors are inclined to 
recognise the Amalgamated Society on the 
lines covceded by the Postmaster General to 
the Associations of Post-Office servants last 
year. Of course nothing definite can be known 
until a reply bas been received from the 
Railway Companies Association to the invita 
tion to meet the men’s representatives in 
conference, bat it is hoped that the decision 
will be such as will lead to an amicable settle 
ment of the points in question.
